than from the qu alities which belon g 
to it as a while It is far more than a 
collection of trees stan din g In on e 
p lace; It has a p op u lation of an imals 
an d p lan ts p ecu liar to itself: a soil 
largely of its own makin g, an d a 
climate differen t in man y way s from 
that of the op en cou n try . It su p p lies 
fu ll, on e of the n ecessaries of life, an d 
lu mber, withou t which, cities, rail­ 
roads, an d all the great achiev emen ts 
of material p rogress wou ld hav e been 
either lon g delay ed or wholly Imp os­ 
sible. 
Its in flu en ce u p on streams 
makes 
farmin g p ossible 
In 
man y 
region s an d ev ery where it ten ds to 
p rev en t floods an d drou ght. Drou ghts 
hav e frequ en tly followed the destru c­ 
tion of large forests an d hav e n ot been 
traceable to a dimin ished amou n t of 
rain fall, bu t to rap id disp ersion of 
moistu re by win ds an d ev ap oration . • 
Ex amp les of this kin d hav e been 
observ ed in Au stralia, Africa an d In ­ 
dia, in Algiers after the p rin cip al 
clearin gs of wood in 1845 an d 1876 ; so 
ex hau sted had the soil become th at a 
famin e seemed immin en t. Then when 
the forests are destroy ed the obstru c­ 
tion to the su rface flow of water is re­ 
mov ed, an d when rain falls or sn ow 
melts the water flows so rap idly that 
It erodes chan n els which form small 
riv u lets, an d these larger an d larger 
on es which flow with con stan tly in ­ 
creasin g v elocity , carry in g off the soil 
from tbe higher elev ation s, leav in g 
them rocky , barren , p recip itou s slop es 
an d often times cau sin g disastrou s 
floods in the lowlan ds ben eath. 
In ou r own n orthwestern state the 
legislatu res were arou sed to the fact 
that the forests mu st be p reserv ed 
on ly after n early all the tribu taries of 
the u p p er Mississip p i had lost on e* 
half their former su p p ly of water an d 
frequ en t in u n dation s in tbe sp rin g 
had cau sed mu ch damage to p rop erty 
I had some p erson al kn owledge of 
this, gain ed from a three y ears’ stay 
in Min n esota. Near where we liv ed 
was a small tribu tary of the Mississip 
p i kn own as the Zambro riv er. 
Two 
y ears ou t of the three which I liv ed 
there this riv er ov erflowed its ban ks 
cov erin g the lan d for more than a 
mile on either side, flowin g ov er the 
roads, carry in g off bridges an d drown ­ 
in g man y cattle. 
I well remember 
my first boat ride was across this 
swollen stream, fu lly three miles in 
width, to reach a cou n try school—the 
first I had ev er tau ght—an d how 
was obliged to remain on the school 
side six .weeks u n til the water su bsid­ 
ed, u n less I wished to go to town , the 
en tire distan ce by boat. The older 
residen ts of the district told me they 
cou ld remember when these ov erflows 
were u n kn own , bu t they did n ot 
state that tbe cu ttin g of the timber 
had cau sed the trou bles, that I did 
n ot learn u n til man y y ears later, 
dou bt if they kn ew, themselv es, at 
that time, th at the cu ttin g of their 
forests bad an y thin g to do with these 
ov erflows. 
An other imp ortan t factor to be con 
sidered is the in flu en ce of forestry 
u p on the lu mber in du stry . 
This is of 
the greatest imp ortan ce. The lu mber 
in du stry n ow ran ks fou rth amon g the 
great man u factu rin g In du stries of the 
Un ited States an d rep resen ts an an ­ 
n u al ou tlay of ov er $100,000,000 in 
wages. 
Bu t althou gh the rap id de­ 
v elop men t of the lu mber in du stry has 
had far-reachin g resu lts in fu rtherin g 
ev ery bran ch of man u factu re which 
dep en ds u p on wood, it has been fu n da­ 
men tally u n sou n d in p rin olp le. 
The 
hav oc whioh has been wrou ght in the 
forests of the Un ited States has 
tu rn ed trees in to mon ey v ery rap idly , 
bu t has p u t the balan ce on the wron g 
side of the sheet by ren derin g v ast 
areas u n p rodu ctiv e. 
It is bard for lu mbermen , gen erally , 
to realize that the time for p ractical 
forestry an d con serv ativ e method* of 
lu mberin g has arriv ed, althou gh it is 
well kn own that the su p p ly of v ariou s 
kin ds of timber is failin g, of others is 
almost ex hau sted an d of others is 
p ractically gon e 
Tbe lay in g of heav y tax es u p on 
timber lan d is settin g a p remiu m u p on 
forest destru ction , a p remiu m that is 
doin g more than an y other sin gle 
factor to p rev en t the sp read of con ­ 
serv ativ e lu mberin g amon g the own ers 
large bodies of timber-lan d. 
It j 
does n ot p ay tbe own er to bold the 
lan d for a secon d crop , hen ce he tu rn s 
his trees in to mon ey as qu ickly as p os­ 
sible, cu ttin g ev ery av ailable p iece of < 
timber an d takin g n o p recau tion in 
hau lin g it away to sav e the y ou n g 
u n dergrowth which wou ld in time, if 
sav ed, rep lace the cu t trees.

inally 
one-fourth 
forest, 
surely 
more attention might b e given to our 
orchards and shade trees b oth in city 
and country; the b est time for prun­ 
ing trees, the b est trees to plant in 
different soils. A more general and 
intelligent ob servance of Arb or day ! 
should b e encouraged, which would 
interest and educate the pub lic in the 
uses and b eauties of trees. 
The work of tne U . S. government 
in forestry is at present cond ucted b y 
the General Land Office, the 
U . S. , 
Geological Survey and the Division of 
Forestry. The first two are in the de­ 
partment of the Interior, while tne 
Bureau of Forestry is a b ranch of the 
Dspartment of Agriculture. The Bu­ 
reau of Forestry has undertaken to give 
free of cost practical advice to farmers 
and to devise plans and assist in car­ 
rying them out whereb y woodiots as 
well as ex tensive acres of timb er may 
b 3 Improved wstb out inoreas ng the 
cost of harvesting. Much valuab le and 
interesting information for club study 
may b e ob tained from this b ureau up* 
oa application of any club desiring to 
make a study of forestry. 
Aside from any practical view of 
this sub ject of forestry, the b eauty of 
forest and woodland appeals to neariy 
every one.
